2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of record fails to 
teach the combination of elements as specifically claimed. Specifically the prior art fails to teach a system 
and computer readable medium in which the user is presented with a first portion of a stimulus (described 
as a scenario by the specification); is prompted to enter their reaction to the first portion; recording the. 
reaction; is prompted to enter an assumption that forms the basis of the user's reaction; is then presented 
with a second portion of the stimuli followed by feedback adapted to identify how the user's reaction was 
based on the assumption. An assumption in the instantly claimed invention has been interpreted by its 
dictionary definition: "a fact or statement taken for granted" (Merriam-Webster's Collegiate Dictionary, 
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tenth addition). Under this definition the assumption that forms the basis for the user's reaction is more 
akin to logic or reasoning supporting or justifying the user's reaction to the first portion of the stimulus. 
This definition is commensurate with the scope of the specification; see for example paragraphs 4, 31 and 
67. The prior art of record does not teach or reasonably suggest such a feature in combination with the 
other components of the claim.
